Shapiro). — The red and white colours of.IMcGill wore raised to 
the top of the intercollegiate flagpole, when a game, fighting red 
football team outsteadied and outmanoeuvered tlie University of 
Toronto twelve at the Varsity stadium here Saturday, and took 
away a 16 to 7 decision. i 

Displaying field generalship and clear.-thinking, consistent 
football that fairly dominated the confines of the stadium, the 
Montreal aggregation offered a comparatively clean-cut type of 
game in the fact of the burnt-finger ball handling of the Toronto 
players. Quick to take advantage of any looseness in the Var- 
sity play, the McGill squad piled up a lead of five points in the 
first minute, but early in the second quarter fell behind the blue 
on a fumble on the i-ed yard line. A misplay by Hallam on a 
kick signal at the Var.^ity goal line paved the way for McGill's 
second touch just before the half-time whistle. In the third 
period, McGill continued playing a safe game, and the breaks 
again came the red team's way. when Darling fumbled on his 
goal line and Jack Brown crashed through for McGill's final 
points. 

Victory was doubly sweet for McGill. Not only did ihe team 
show a smartness that has been foreign to any aggregation save 
Queen's in the past few years, but they shattered once and for 
all the ill-born, shredded, tradition, that McGill is a thirty min- 
ute squad. Riddled by the injury of three regulars, the twelve 
red-clad players stuck to their guns for practically the full si.xty 
minutes without relief. There- was no letup, no loosening of 
play, no selfishness. The men fought consistently throughout, 
and by dint of sheer grit not onjiy distinguished themselves both 
individually and as a team, "but threw, and" threw deep, into "dis- 
card any idea that may have cropped up anywhere as to the in- 
herent qualities of a McGill team. It was undoubtedly a tri 
umph for the captain, and others responsible for the espirit-de- 
corps of the squads that are pixiduced in the vicinity of the Per 
cival Molson stadium.

S. W. Jacobs Speaks to Mac- 
cabaeans on "Jew in 
Canada" 



LARGE AUDIENCE 

Harry Starr, President Inter- 
collegiate Monorah, to 
Address Meeting 

That It was the Krcnch-speaking 

p;-oviiiee or Quebec that flr.it, of ah 
provinces or countries of the British 
Kmpirc, led In tho political and civil 
émancipation of tho Jows, was stress- 
ed by Mr. S. W. Jacobs K.C., M.P., 
who yesterday -addressed tho opening 
i.it;c;ing of tho Maccabaean Circle at 
tlio tTnion cn the subject of the "Jew 
in Canada". This emancipation came 
about as a result of tho agitation oc- 
casioned by the repeated expulsion of 
Ezeklel Hart from the loghilnturc of 
Quebec on tho grounds that a Jew 
could ■ not con.scicntlously reprtsent 
lil.s Clirisllan fi'llow citiz.Mis, M:-. Hart 
was the first Jew over to be elected 
to n scat on the Quebec government. 

In opening his address, tlie spejiker 
staled that Canadian Jews were 
fortunate in having, at tho head of 
Ihoir affairs, men prominent in their 
rcMiiectlvc w.ilUs of life, who fought* 
with all their energy for the Joivish 
rights in Canada. Likewise, more liian 
.■1 lunidrcd yoai-ft ago. Hart fonijlit and 
rinaUy obiaint'd ci.il and political 
rights for the Jews. Tho expulsion of 
llnrt from the legislature struck at 
tho very root of the constitutional 
question. After some years of agit- 
ation, the legirlntiiro passed an act 
■ffiviiiîf .Ji'M-:; -;•,.••>•, -..■:'.-il .-.nd pcil;!;.>nl 
riglits. to that at tho lime held by 
the French or lOngllsh iipcaklng 
people of the jii-ovinee. It was only 
after nbout"2,ï yeniw. that tho mother- 
i-oii'ir.-y llM-lf p.assi'cl a. ydmllar law 
and later in oilier parts of llie P.ritish 
liiMliire, in thu- United Stales and in 
I'Yance, it took revolution to ao- 
cnm[ilish what had been accomplished 
iiy peaceful 'means In the Province of 
Quebec. 

In disciisEing- the question of im- 
migration, .Mr. Jacobs advanced his 
theory that the re.ison for tho closing 
of the doors to emIgranLs from certain 
parts of Kurope was the desire lo 
keep out the Jows who liappene.l to 
comprise a great portion of liie 
IMijuilalion of that particular country. 
Tills feeling, he stoted, was caused by 
Uio fear that non-Brltlsh people 
uould invade llio country tn such an 
extent that llioy would ultimately 
comprise (ho majority of the pomil- 
atlon and take over tho rule. The 
speaker, who has made an extensive 
study of the immigration Itiws, said 
that If the public were to become 
awaro of a large niiinbor of immig- 
ration laws, it would bo amazed. 
Kurope, for tho purpose . of Immig- 
ration, was divided into two parts. Tho 
residents of tho countries of ono part 
weio admitted to Canada HUl)Ject 
only ti) minor regii^iitlonH wlil!o the 
di.m - to C.inuil.i wiTo eiosed to Im- 
iiilgiants from the countries within 
I lie- bounds of tho second division. 
Now It so happens that tho population 
(if those countries from which Im- 
iniK'antH witc not ncceplable, wa.i, lo 
n laige extent, Jewish nnd tho speaker 
volunteered the theory that It was the

Of World War 

Captain Healy Cave Lecture 
At People's Forum 

"Captain Hr-aly will not piead either 
the eaiise of militarism or of pacifism, 
but will toll you of war us it actually 
Is." With theso remarks, the chair- 
man introduced Captain lleaiy to tho 
People's Korum held last night at tho 
Church of the Messl.ih, where he gave 
an Illustrated lecture on "1-Voni Lino 
Ueveiatlons.'' 

"I will tell you ot the side of war 
not inually told t!u> side lo which no 
glory Is attached," said Ciptaln Healy, 
who was an e.\-offlcer In the Aus- 
tralnn and Now ileai.irid Army Corp-". 
He gave a iiai riitlv 0 o! liie .iveiago 
.Vnxiic fioai tiio tiiin- his sweetheart 
sent him off, until tho tdttcr wlth- 
drau'u! from, the horrors of tho GalU- 
poll campaign. His graphic account of 
the enormous saoriftco of men, of tho 
iei'inan spies who poae.l i.s soldlurs, 
t t!io dflivtlNe ummuiution, and of 
tho thorough command the enemy 
runs had vf the shoie. Instilled in his 
llstenece the futility and- ghastllness 
jf tills rxredltien. .

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EVERYTHING IN PROPORTION 

A High School Principal of our younger days 
once told liis boys tli.Ht he would. b> I'ar. rather 
have them lake .-^ocond cl.ns?os in !!-.oir ox.imina- 
tions and play on the school alhlclic loams, than 
take lirsi classes and not turn out for the teams 
at all. There are .sound principles of education 
involved in 4 hat .single statement. 

Tin- main business of an.v st-lioo.l or college is 
no; ÎÙ make scholars, or atliletos, but men. Wc 
will notice that our Principal in the above state- 
ment insisted on the ".second classes." He did not 
believe that the studies- slior.ld 1-c neglected for 
the athielic- pursuits, u:-.,- more ;han that they 
should completely repiaco them. Nor did he re- 
quire that the boy become a star athlete— he 
merely wanted him to turn out for the team and 
give his best . 

The same principle mieht he applied to the 
socia^ activities of a school or universiiy. They 
should, by no means, lie forgotten. Complete 
neglect is ,iu?t as fatal as over-emphasis. It is 
only a true proportion of all the elements of stu- 
dent life which will yield the highest returns in 
personal growth. 

There are, among our acquaintances, a few 
■grinds'" — a very few. -wv are pleased to say. 
These "gj'i'ids" can find neither time nor incli- 
natij:. ior anything but .-tudy. Sports, social 
functions, college dubs — all go by the boards for 
the sake of uninterrupted study, study, study. 
One often wonders just what fun there is in life 
for .such persons. Just as one often wonders 
whj? the continual round of social pleasures, 
without even a little more serious work done, 
not nauseate 'some others of our acquaintance.. 
The one extreme is as bad as the other. 

In an address at i. frethman banquet a year 
or so ago, Dr. I. A. MacKay, Dean of the Faculty 
of Arts, ventured the prediction that if a man 
had not contributed a?5j-thing to the life of the 
university in four years as a student, he would 
not coiilj-ibutt greatly to the life of his city or 
his country after he graduated. And .such a 
contributios cannot be made here at McGill by a 
lop-sided interest in study, or in a'.:i]"ti!.s, or un- 
dergraduate clubs, but by an intelJigtni and -.vell- 
projjortioued interest in all. 

SPANISH 

'J'he addition of the sl.^ly-one volume Spanish 
encl.v'copaodia to the shelves of the Iiedi)ath Lib- 
rary during the past summer .serves to remind 
us of the risin./ importance of the Spanish langu- 
age. K>paiii;ùi is lui official languaj^e in the fol- 
lowing calions, each of \vlii< m a jjopulation 
of a million or over: Spaii;, .Vb;.\i'-o, .'Argentine,. 
Colombia, Peru, Chile, Cuba, Jiolivia, Venezuei'.a, 
Guatemala, Haiti, Ecuador, Uruguay, Salvador 
and Porto liico, that is to t;ay fifteen large 
B0içntrie.s. These countries actordiiig to latest 

0. stimate.'^, have a total population of some eighty 
million people. Wiiilc of course ISpaiiii-ii i.s Jiul 
vei;v widely .-ipoken l;y the natives of .some of 
thetie countries, especially in Peru and Colombia, 
yet if these people ever speak a European .langu- 
age, it will be Spanish. 

;It i.s .said that for a native a working know- 
ledge of coloquial EnglLsh is more easily picked 
up .than any othej' Eui'opean language. Spanish, 
ho^'cver, is also .said to be easy io .speak collo- 
quially. One may venture to prophecy that Span- 

1. sh will take it.s plpa'-e .securely as the .second 
most important language of commerce. Only 
two li'J g'; groups of people now speak Erencli, 
tho.se of J''i an(:o it.self, and tho.^e of Quebec Only 
two nations speak Gei'man, Cerinany and Aus- 
tria. This is the point of view from which lan- 
guages must be examined when conipaj-i)ig them 
as trading tongues. The place of Enghsh is se- 
cure. That of Spanish would seem to be equal- 
ly HCCUIV. 

At McGill Spanish is tauglit now in the School 
of Commerqe. It is not a suh.icct in the Arts 
curriculum. While no defmite ,deman,d has 
been evident j'ecently that Ai'ts students v/ant 
Spanish to be an option for them, the kuccchs of 
Spanish cour.'-'^ .s at othei' colloge>; v.ou.ld indicate 
that the language could \'i'ell 1/j luughl moj'e ex- 
teusiyel/ at McGill.
